T he results of the census will be published 
probably in 19 31 or 19 32. 
T he figures will give 
the num ber and size of farm s, the are a and p io- 
duction of im p orta nt crops and the num ber of 
each k ind of live stock by age and sex classifica­ 
tion. 
In the northe rn hem isp here the census 
will be ta k en a fte r the crops of 19 29 are ha rve s t­ 
ed, probably in the early m onths of 19 30.

Augusta, Ga., Oct. 3—<£>- 


Striving to hold back the wall ol 
water that has pounded at the 
city levee since Monday, citizens 
of Augusta today believed their 
fight against the floods of the 
Savannah River had been won 


Although the river had reached 


a stage of 44.3 feet, weather bu- 
reau officials said they expected 
a recession. Except for the three 
crevasses below the-city, the le- 
vee stood intact. Some 1500 men 
strengthened it with sandbags. 


A span of a railroad bridge 


across the savannah was washet 
away, along with several freight 
cars which had been placed on 
the bridge as ballast. Severa 
power dams in Horse Valley 
across the Savannah river, were 
washed out and one was dyna- 
mited to protect the little town 
of Graniteville, S. C.

Germany, Expires Suddenly 


During Night After 


Illness 


WAS REGARDED AS 


BACKBONE OF CABINET 


Berlin, Oct. 3—(£>)—Dr. Gustav 


Stresemann, 
German Foreign 


Minister and the Reich's greatest 
post war statesman, died at 5:2£ 
a. m., today of a heart 
attack 


which followed a paralytic stroke 
at 10 o'clock last night. 


He was 51 years old and had 


been in ill health for many 
months. Frau Stresemann and 
nis two sons were at his bedside. 


For several days recently he 


was confined to his bed with hi& 
old catarrhal trouble but ho got 
up yesterday to participate in 
the Reichstag debate;on issuance 
of industrial insurance, a. politi- 
cal issue which threatened col- 
lapse of "the coalition govern- 
ment which he personally heiu 
together. 
. / 


His physicians believed the 


strain of bitter debate in ' the 
Reichstag during the day weak- 
ened his system. During the la«i 
few months his most vigorous 
fights in the Reichstag nearly al-x 
ways had ended in a recurrence 
of his illness. 


Dr. Stresfemann was regarded 


as the backone of the German 
cabinet, headed by Dr. ^Mueller, 
and many did not see how the 
coalition could hold together 
without him.

whether his death would mark a 
material change in German's 
foreign .policy, which since his 
ascendancy has been one of co- 
operation with the League of Na- 
tions and reconciliation' with 
German's oldenemies, with hon- 
orable meeting of the "country's 
Versailles treaty obligations it;

Arrangements for taking a world agricultural 


census in 1930 have been practically completed, 
the countries, colonies and mandate territories 
which have promised active participation in the 
census representing approximately 98 per cent, of 
the agriculture of the world, according to Leon 
M Estabrook, director of the census for the inter- 
national Institute of Agriculture at Rome. 


• The results of the census will he published 


probably in 1931 or 1932. The figures will give 
the number and size of farms, the area and pro- 
duction of important crops and the number ol 
each kind of live stock by age and sex classifica- 
tion 
In the northern hemisphere the census 


will be taken after the crops of 1929 are harvest- 
ed probably in the early months of 1930. In the 
southern hemisphere, where seasons are reversed, 
the census will cover crop production of the year 
beginning July 1, 1929, and ending June 30, 1930, 
probably in the early months of the winter there. 


Each country participating in the work will 


take the census with its own organization and 
methods, following standard form furnished by 
the Institute of Agriculture, and will summarize 
and publish its own results. These results, when 
available, will be brought together in world 
tables and published by the institute at Rome, 
probably in- 1931 or 1932.

They may be able 
to call up a store and get all the groceries deliv- 
ered without effort on their part but they can't 
get the best education for their children in that 
way. They have to put some personal thought 
and effort into it. There are a_number of things 
that must be done if we want the best quality of 
schools. 


The 'parents must support) the discipline of 


the school: 
When difficulties occur between 


teachers and pupils in most cases the teacher is 
right. She .is supply trying to make the children 
work, while in many cases they are too indolent 
or too much absorbed in their fun. If families 
encourage the chaildren to take a defiant and re- 
bellious attitude, not merely the work of fhose 
particular children is hurt,- but the discipline of 
the whole schoolroom is injured. 


If there are cases where teachers are at fault, 


and they are human and make mistakes like the 
rest of us, nothing should be said to the children 
to that effect. 
The parents should quietly and 


reasonably discuss the questions at issue with 
the teacher, or possibly with the superintendent 
or school board. Most of these difficulties can be 
straightened out with a little consultation. 


Parents must take some pains to find out 


about modern educational ideas and back up such 
ideas when offered in their city. Some people 
may clamor for old-fashioned education. 
But 


nothing in this world stands still, and education 
can't.

ed by tests, he-says the human 
body, can go as fast as mechani- 
cal means can be made to take 
it. '

D/. Poppen expects the speed 


•record set by Commander Orle- 
bar of the British Schneider cup 
team .to be raised several times 
within a year, and many times 
thereafter, with no ill effects to 
pilots.

"Speed itself will never stop -if 


properly accelerated and deceler- 
ated," he asserted. "It is merely 
,a question of achieving .body ad- 
justment to terrific physical fac- 
tors never before known than 
celerated," he asserted. "It is 
merely a question of achieving 
body adjustment to terrific phy- 
ical factors never before known 
to man." 


As flight physiciair, Dr. Pop- 


pen has 'served Lieutenant Al 
Williams, navy speed flier, In 
much the same • capacity as *a 
trainer serves a prize fighter. He, 
has prescribed a physical regime 
as strenuous and strict, and even 
more scientific and highly spe- 
cialized than that of a boxer pre- 
iparing for a championship fight. 


"Speed flying is just as exact- 


ing and much more dangerous 
than prizfr. fighting," he said. 
"When Al Williams was making 
his tests with the mercury, the 
speed was so terrific that his 
face felt as though two people, 
one at each side, were beating, 
beating against it with heavy 
pillows. Not blows that would 
.name abrasions, of course, but 
blows of terrific force. Yet he had 
to maintain the keenest mental 
alertness and physical coordina- 
tion.

Forest tax legislation in Amer- 


ica has passed through two gen- 
eral stages according to the.re- 
port. The first, based on the 
principle of exemptions,' boun- 
ties, or rebates for land devoted 
to forest production, started with 
a law passed by Nebraska hi 1866. 
Seventeen state laws based on 
one of these three methods are 
now in force. The second stage 
recognized the principle of the 
yield tax, by which a tax on the 
timber crop .at maturity is sub- 
stituted for the annual tax on 
the growinglimber crop. Begin- 
ining with the Michigan farm 
Iwoodlot act in 1911, fourteen 
(States have encated tax legisla- 


tion based on the yield tax prin- 
ciple. In some of the more re- 
cent tax laws, certain new feat- 
ures have been introduced, such 
as contributions from the State 
to local subdivisions in eflnsider- 
ation of the loss to local revenue 
occassioned by modification of 
the property tax, and the exemp- 
tion, in California, of all imma- 
ture forest trees from the prop- 
erty tax.

While most of these are from the 
vicinity of Mulberry, a few others 
will be accepted, and it is open 
to any horseman in Indiana. 
However, the number will be lim- 
ited to the number of prizes of- 
fered, so that, each contestant 
will receive at least $5. 


Four divisions are made in the 


plowing contest, for four, five, six 
and eight horse teams. Six pri- 
zes are offered in each group. 


The J. C. Penney stores in 


Frankfort and Lafayette have 
donated the prizes in the four 
horse classes, ranging from $5 to 
$15. 
The Frankfort Times has 


given prizes ranging from $5 to 
$20 for the five horse teams. The 
Indiana Farmers' Guide is offer- 
ing prizes from $5 to $25 for six 
horse outfits and the largest 
prize list, from $5 to $30, is to be 
given by the Horse Association of 
America, for the eight horse 
teams.
